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Bishop’s Introduction 
To Biography Praises 
Career of Fr. Coughlin 


Detroit—“Father 
accomplished much, particularly 
for the future of mankind and the 
future of the Church,” the Most 
Rev. Michael J. Gallagher, Bishop 
of Detroit, declares in an introduc- 
tion he has written for the only au- 
thorized biography of the Rev. 
Charles E. Coughlin, renowned for 
his radio broadcasts. The biogra- 
phy, which has just come from the 
press, is the work of Louis B. Ward, 
prominent Catholic layman, busi- 
nessman, iecturer and student of 
economics and Church History of 
this city. 

Bishop Gallagher says that Fath- 
er Coughlin “has the happy faculty 
of taking old truths as expressed 
by Christ and the Prophets, the 
Fathers and the Popes, and holding 
them in sharp distinction to the 
immoral tenets of neo-paganism.” 


The Bishop also asserts that, if 


Father Coughlin had lived in Rus- 
sia and had possessed the necessary 
radio facilities, “there would prob- 
ably be no Communism, no athe- 
ism, no ‘League of the Godless’ 
there today.” 


A large part of Bishop Galle- 
gher’s introduction is given over to 
a review of economic and social 
history. Arriving at a discussion 
of the Encyclical Rerum Novarum 
issued by Pope Leo XIII and of the 
Encyclical Quadragesimo Anno is- 


sued by Pope Pius XI, Bishop Gal- 
lagher says that “the genius and

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Western Reserve University Pro- 
fessor Pictures Dire Results 
that Would Follow Closing 
of Parochial Schools 


Brooklyn—Those who send their 
children to public schools hardly 
realize how much the financial load 
to the public is eased by virtue of 
the existence of parochial schools, 
Dr. Garry C. Myers of Western 
Reserve University of Ohio declares 
in an article appearing in the 
Brooklyn Times Union. 

The two largest groups of paro- 
chial schools in the United States, 
Dr. Myers says, are the Catholic 
and Lutheran. In most of the 
Lutheran schools, he adds, a nom- 
inal fee is expected of the parents 
of the children who attend, though 
in practice there rarely is paid any 
fee. The Catholic parochial school, 
he states, is free to the children 
who attend it. “In a sense, it is a 
public school,” he says. 


Parents’ Burden Cited 


“Some one, of course, must bear 
the cost,” Dr. Myers continues. “This 
falls upon the faithful Catholic 
members of the parish or communi- 
ity, chiefly parents. Though the 
cost of the Lutheran schools is 
more widely distributed——over the 
district, which embraces several 
States—the burden is not light. 


‘In these times, when the aver- 
age parent finds taxes heavy to 
bear, added cost of supplying funds 
to run the parochial schools means 
a tremendous sacrifice to the con- 
tributing church members; and we 
must admire them for their self- 
denials, in accordance with their 
own convictions. In a_ sense, it 
means ‘double taxation’ for them. 
Despite this fact, they cheerfully 
choose to take on the additional ob- 
ligations for support of parochial 
schools. And it is not apparent 
that Catholic or Lutheran citizens 
are among the chief opponents of 
heavy expenditures for State-sup- 
ported public schools.

‘couragement of religious teaching 
‘throughout our educational sys- 
tem.”

The average person is not aware 
of the extent of interest there is in 
religious education throughout the 
‘world, despite the organized effort 
in some countries to suppress it 
altogether. There was held in Chi- 
cago a few weeks ago a meeting 
\of the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education, which supplant- 
ed the International Council of 
Sunday Schools ten years ago. 
Officers of this Organization spoke 
very optimistically of the growing 
interest in religious education as is 
evidenced by the introduction 
everywhere of religious vacation 
schools, and the volunteer service 
rendered by many thousands of 
school teachers for week-day re-

Such is the Nearest to 
the Catholic Reality 


VERYONE has been reminded 
both in the secular and relig- 
ious press that this year is the 
Centenary Year of the so-called 
“Oxford Movement”—the  begin- 
ning of a new reformation in what 
had already been supposed to be a 
“reformed” church, 

According to the Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop William H. More- 
land, of Sacramento, California, 
there was little religious practice 
left in the Church of England one 
hundred years ago. According to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury “the 
restoration in' England of the great 
conception of the Catholic Church, 
the reverent care of English 
churches, the dignity and beauty of 
worship and the more regular and 
thankful use of the Sacraments” is 
traceable to the Oxford Movement. 
Three hundred years before that 
Oxford Movement those things 
which the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury claims were restored through 
the movement, had been prominent. 
So far had the religion “establish- 
ed by law” drifted from God Him- 
self during the 300 years that John 
Keble, who, along with John Henry 
Newman, are credited with the Ox- 
ford Movement, charged the coun- 
try “with national apostasy.” 


Valid Orders Necessary 


Those who have been influenced 
by Keble and Newman without 
following them into the Catholic 
Church, have held throughout the 
last century that “it is the Mass 
and the Eucharist which is the pro- 
duct of the Mass, that matter.” 

But there can be no Mass with- 
out a validly ordained priesthood; 
its celebration can be no more than 
a rehearsal of its ritual with the 
words of Consecration necessarily 
ineffective. 

England observed the Oxford 
Centenary in the great White City 
Stadium, in London by a Eucharis- 
tie celebration, in which 45,000 
Anglo-Catholics participated. Re- 
porting the ceremony the Literary 
Digest reminds us: 

‘Before this tremendous congre- 
gation rose what is said to be the 
largest altar ever erected in Eng- 
land. A fanfare of trumpets sound- 
ed as the Bishop of Colombo raised 
the host aloft, and the whole ser- 
vice had more of the atmosphere 
of the Roman Catholic Mass than 
a service under the auspices of the 
Chureh of England.” Note that it 
had only “the atmosphere.” 

“Mass” Opposed by Some 

We are told that a thousand or 
more Anglican ministers have in- 
sisted, against the opposition of 
many of their Bishops, on having 
the Blessed Sacrament reserved in 
their churches. But there can be 
no Blessed Sacrament without the 
Mass, and there can be no Mass 
without Holy Orders administered 
by one who has true Apostolic suc- 
cession. 

But not all Episcopalians want 
the Mass, and this, it seems, chal- 
lenges the divine character af the 
Chureh of England or of Episco- 
palianism anywhere in the world. 
There is no unity of faith among 
its adherents; its several groups 
differ radically on fundamentals, of 
which the Eucharist certainly must 
be one, 

The Literary Digest, in the same 
issue, reports the protests which 
low churchmen among Episcopal- 
ians have made against participa- 
tion in the so-called “Catholic Con- 
gress” in Philadelphia by the Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Episcopal 
Church, the Right Rev. DeWolfe

“Reforms must be introduced to 
guarantee it,’ are the wise words 
of the Encyclical expounded by the 
Popes. The President is guaran- 
teeing it by such reforms as short- 
er hours thus creating jobs for 
those who have none, and secondly 
by insisting on higher wages. 

“*The wise measure of public 
authority must assist it,’ says the 
Encyclical. The whole N. R. A. 
flows from the authority of the 
Government and the people from 
whom the Government gets its au- 
thority. 

Living Wage Essential 

“When the Bishops maintain the 
justice of the living wage and the 
equity of the high wage,” Father 
Barr continued, “they take the po- 
sition assumed by the N. R. A. and 
its propounders when they say 
there can be no return of prosperi- 
ty to the nation until our people 
have jobs at living wages, and that 
the only way to insure property is 
to increase the purchasing power 
of the people.”

A Reasonable Prudence 


Some of our girls are unjustly 
deprived of youthful enjoyments 
through parents who are solicitous 
for their welfare to the point of 
hecoming unreasonable. 

We admit this an unusual con- 

dition in our day, for it is usually 
the other way round: Parents are 
too lax, they do not know with 
whom their children associate, 
where they go, nor when they re- 
turn. 
But it has occurred to us that a 
word of warning would not be 
amiss where parents are tyrannical 
in their restrictions, and deny their 
daughters all social pleasures. 

It is not sufficient for the young 
to have the company of their elders 
day-in-and-day-out, They should 
have reasonable associations with 
girls their own age, and partici- 
pate in the usual normal entertain- 
ments indulged in by our Catholic 
young people. 

The important thing for parents 
to know, is the kind of friends 
their daughters make. They should 
learn something of the habits of 
these friends, have them in for an |} 
evening, invite them ‘4o dinner, 
hear them talk, glean from their 
expressed thoughts the quality of 
their ideals and standards. If they 
are worthy, they should be encour- 
aged to come to see their daugh- 
ters, and when they arrive, they 
should be made welcome, 

Another thought: When your 
daughter is eighteen, she is a 
young woman... She should be per- 
mitted to have young men ¢all, she 
should be privileged to accept so- 
cial entertainment from such, and, 
a very important matter, she 
should be cautioned as to her con- 
duct. She should be warned that a 
Jatholic girl should hold her virtue 
as her most priceless possession; 
that prevailing loose’ standards 
should not be the guide for her 
actions; that she should be friend- 
ly, vivacious, and happy, according 
to her temperament, but that she 
should never be forward, nor 
should she permit liberties from 
the young men with whom she as- 
sociates, 

Invite the confidence of these 
young women. You mothers should 
blush when you realize that you do 
not hold the secrets of your girls. 
Strive to become more understand- 
ing and let out your sympathies. 
Most of you love your children, 
but you fail (some of you) in 
knowing how to make their young 
lives happy. 

Remember how you felt when 
you were sixteen, eighteen, twenty, 
and older. Recall your tempta- 
tions. Invite your experience to 
aid you in directing your girls that 
they, may not make similar mis- 
takes. Teach them the necessary 
facts of life, in a chaste way, as a 
good Catholic mother should. Ab- 


proach the subject reverently, with 


ja prayer in your heart that God 


‘may give you the light to know 
how to express yourself, and the 
grace to instill into the tender 
hearts of these young maidens a 
reverence for their bodies, which 
are the temples of the Holy Ghost, 
and. that they may have a most 
sensitive regard and jealous love 
for holy purity. 

And having armored your girls 
with the knowledge that is neces- 
sary to protect their innocence— 
not too much, just enough, for 
knowledge never yet preserved vir- 
tue, unless the grace of God 
strengthened and enlightened and 
her will accepted His spiritual sup- 
port—see that they have a reason- 
ably happy time, under proper 
chaperonage. I repeat: Young peo- 
ple hunger for each other’s gaiety 
and life. To deprive them of this 
companionship is unfair to their 
youth, 


God Keep You 


We were made happy one day 
last week when we opened our 
morning mail. A Franciscan Sis- 
ter, who teaches in New York City, 
but who is now in Allegany enjoy- 
ing the summer at the Mother- 
house of her community, sent us 
beautiful words of appreciation. As 
we read the sentence which rushed 
from her warm heart, we found 
ourselves thinking: “How fortu- 
nate the little ones who are fav- 
ored with her understanding child 
guidance through the school-year!” 


But there was something enclos- 
ed in her letter, which we wish to 
share with our friends, for it con- 
tains our heartfelt wish and prayer 
for each of you. It was a lovely 
bit of verse, entitled, “God Keep 
You,” and we quote it in full: 


I would flood your path with sun- 
shine, 

I would fence you from all ill: 

I would crown you with all bless- 
ings, 

If I could but have my will. 

Aye! but human love may err, 
dear, 

And a power all-wise is near; 

So I only pray “God bless you,” 

And “God keep you through the 
year.” 


There has never been a summer, 
in our recollection, -which has pass- 
ed so swiftly. The calendar has not 
been altered, there has been the 
same number of days in each 
month, and the full three months 
customarily alloted to the season, 
but somehow we have realized as 
never before the gossamer quality 
of time, and have sensed its in- 
Stability; more, its futility, if it is 
not well conserved. 

All of which leads us to the 
thought that is urging our Most 
Reverend Editor to devote much 
space each week to the promotion 
of Catholic education. Our Most 
Reverend Editor, being also a 
Bishop of the Church, knows full 
well the grave need of our times: 
the need of humble recognition of 
God, full consecration to His will, 
and a knowledge of how to serve 
Him. Because the world has grown 
apart from God, through neglect 
of His teachings, through selfish 
strivings, and through malicious 
ignoring of His graces, we have 
world-wide want, universal anxiety 
and general suffering. 

But how did this all come about? 
There were various forces at work 
separating the will of man from 
the Will of God, but one only do 
we desire to point out at this time, 
as a chief cause of selfishness in 
our own beloved country, and as 
the source of youthful crime in our 
land. 

The evil force that is undermin- 
ing virtue in our youth is none 
other than education without God. 
Knowing this, and you are bound 
to realize it, if you will pause a 
moment to analyze the chaos even 
in your own communities, how can 
you Catholic parents, who claim to 
love your children, fail to send 
these little ones to the parochial! 
school when it is in your power to 
do so? How dare you parents, who 
have ample means, send your 
young sons and daughters to seeu- 


sources to place them in our Cath- 
olic colleges and universities, where 
they will receive all that the seeu- 
lar schools can offer, and infinitely 


they will learn to know, love, and 


|serve God. They will learn how to 


withstand temptation; they will be 
taught self-control; they will daily 
live in an atmosphere of virtue and 
through associations develop ap- 
preciations for the things of the 
spirit. But while acquirimg true 
culture, which is ever the cultiva- 
tion of the finer feelings of the 
heart of man, and a nourishing of 
the soul, reckoned of so high a 
value that the Son of God laid 
down His life to redeem it, your 
children will suffer no loss of 
worldly knowledge. Our schools 
are the equal of the public grades, 
the public high schools, and on a 
par and fully affiliated with secular 
colleges with respect. to educational 
standards. 


“God Keep You!” But I pray 
also that you give Him an oppor- 
tunity to have a care over your 
children by placing them in Cath- 
olic schools. Salvation is based on 
co-operation, as a general rule. 
God gives each soul sufficient grace 
to be saved, it is true. But parents 
may prove serious stumbling blocks 
to the spiritual welfare of their 
children. A disordered world is 
now a victim to the sins of par- 
ents, who sought selfish interests, 
lost sight of God, and bequeathed 
to their helpless children a poison- 
ous estate, consisting of irrever- 
ence, disbelief, selfishness, sin and 
vice, unrelieved by hope. For it is 
a consequence of godless education, 
of lack of knowledge of God, and 
of a spiritually untrained child- 
hood, merged into an irreligious 
adult existence, that when the tide 
runs against such unfortunately 
equipped, they are unable to swim 
to the shore of peace. It isn’t that 
God does not reach out to these 
unhappy ones. It is that their 
will is turned against Him by 
fixed habits or wrong living, by 
a mode of thinking hardened by a 
materialistic life and made dull and 
heavy, perhaps, by sensuality. 
Despair intrudes. The heart is 
suffocated with its own insuffi- 
ciency, the mind is paralyzed be- 
eause of its spiritual atrophy, and 
the will is earthbound. 

Ah! parents, we beseech you, if 
there is a parochial school within 
your reach, to send your little ones 
to the Sisters and Brothers, where 
they will learn the true art of liv- 
ing and acquire a lasting educa- 
tion, the kind of knowledge that 
will see them through life happily, 
and point the way to Heaven. 

And have a care for your adoles- 
cents. Send them to the Catholic 
high schools. 

Protect your sons and daughters 
when they stand on the dangerous 
edge of manhood and womanhood, 
and do not: subject them to false 
philosophies, unjust historical at- 
tacks on their Church, and insidi- 
ous tappings of their Faith through 
associations with atheistic profes- 
sors. Matriculate them in Catholic 
colleges and universities.

‘back of the cross-piece contains 


the following inscription in French: 

“Given by His Majesty, the Em- 
peror Napoleon III, to the Church 
of the Sacred Heart, University of 
Notre Dame of the Lake, Indiana.” 

The base of the cross is decor- 
ated with scroll work, several fig- 
ures of Gothic spires and but- 
tresses and of three figures about 
six inches in height of Christ be- 
fore Pilate, the Blessed Virgin 
Mary and St. Paul. 

Napoleon III was a close friend 
of the Very Rev. Edward Sorin, 
C.S.C., founder and first president 
of the University of Notre Dame. 
He and the Empress Eugenie, his 
wife, presented Father Sorin with 
several priceless objects of art, 
among them a set of gold cloth 
vestments, a large monstrance, a 
Warner & Swasey six-inch tele- 
scope with a filiar micronometer 
and other accessories for observa- 
tion work. Father Sorin is reputed 
to have made forty-two crossings 
of the Atlantic. 

The vestments and monstrance 
given to Notre Dame have been in 
use for more than sixty years. The 
vestments, ten in all, are made of 
gold cloth, decorated with gold em- 
broidery and lined with red satin. 
The monstrance stands three and a 
half feet high and is gold plated.

Once upon a time a company of 
men were about to start on a long 
journey through a wild and dan- 
gerous country, full of mountains, 
swamps and dangerous places and 
infested with wild beasts and hos- 
tile Indians, At the end of the 
journey they were to arrive at a 
beautiful country where all of 
them were promised prosperity and 


happiness, and freedom from all 
their troubles. 

None of these men had any 
knowledge or experience of camp- 
ing or fighting, and all were total- 
ly ignorant of how to take care of 
themselves in the dangers that 
would confront them.

“THE BIRD BATH.” 

Last summer I spent a whole day 
casting a cement bird bath. I chose 
for its location a shady spot where 
several large trees make an attrac- 
tive angle. In building the bath I 
was careful to see that it was high 
enough from the ground and far 
enough away from the nearest 
limb to remove all danger from 
prowling cats. I made sure, also, 
that the pan was not deep enough 
to drown the smallest bird. From 
the very first the little winged 
friends of man showed their appre- 
ciation of my labor. 

Towards evening, especially if 
the day was hot, you could see them 
drop down onto the nearby limbs 
and look longingly at the cool water 
sparkling in the bath. First one and 
then another would flit lightly to 
the wide cement edge, take a drink 
with uplifted head, and then hop 
into the water to flutter wings and 
ruffle feathers . until sparkling 
drops sprayed out in all directions. 


The fame of my bird bath spread 
abroad for soon little friends came 
from far and near; blue jays, rich 
in colors of deep skies and ruffled 
water; little dun-colored wrens; 
sparkling blue birds that seemed 
like a piece of the sky itself; robins 
with stately heads and  scariet 
breast; gorgeous golden orioles 
and, now and then, the brilliant 
flash of the scarlet tanager. 

There was no quarreling around 
the bath. I have counted six differ- 
ent varieties bathing at the same 
time. The day I spent in giving 
these little friends a chance to 
clean themselves has paid me over 
and over in song, in color, in vivid 
life among the trees, in companion- 
ship, in the joy that comes from 
helping others. 

I have learned a lesson from the 
birds that come to my bird bath, I 
have learned that things come to 
you according to the invitations 
that you send out. This is really 


one of us should think about when- 
ever we are about to send out an 
invitation. A bird bath is an invita- 
tion for lovely birds to come close 
to you, adding life and color and 
sweet song to the home in which 
you live. A gracious manner and a 
lovable disposition combine to ex- 
tend an invitation to the kind of 
people who are worth while as 
friends. An honest will to work 
hard invites success to come and 
make your life happy. Love invites 
love and smiles invite smiles. 
Happy words call for happy words, 
and a pure heart is an invitation to 
our Heavenly Father to smile upon 
you. On the other hand evil invites 
evil. Lies lead to more lies and 
envy gathers around us the un- 
happy playmates of misery and 
discontent. 


Let us all, therefore, determine 
just what we want to invite imto 
our lives. Lf it be birds, let us build 
bird baths and lovely nests; if it 
be happy, worth-while friends let 
us build in our own lives a happy 
worth-while disposition.

SATURDAY, ST. LOUIS 


We were somewhat undecided to- 
day as to whether we should tell 
our readers about St. Jane Frances 
de Chantal or St. Louis, but finally 
chose St. Louis as a saint who 
would be more interesting to our 
youthful readers. 

St. Louis was King of France at 
the age of only twelve years. He 
made the défense of God’s honor 
the aim of his life, and was always 
guided by the words of his good 
mother who said that she would 
rather see her son die than have 
him commit a mortal sin. He was 
yet a boy of only fourteen years 
when he completely crushed the 
Albigensian heresy, and forced fol- 
lowers of this false creed to re- 
spect the Catholic faith. 

St. Louis attended two Masses 
every day and led crusades to the 
East in an effort to spread Chris- 
tianity. He reigned in the thir- 
teenth century, and was the fear- 
less protector of the weak and the 
oppressed. He was chosen to ar- 
bitrate (that is to judge or pre- 
side) at all of the great feuds of 
his day, between the Pope and the 
Emperor and between Henry Il 
and the English barons. St. Louis 
was especially opposed to all forms 
of blasphemy. He died of a fever 
while encamped with his army at 
Tunis in the year 1270. 

St. Louis was. a man whom we 
should all admire and try to imi- 
tate. He was also the kind of a 
ruler the world needs today: one 
who loves and works for God.

Our Schools of Higher Learning. 


There is greater need of Catholic 
education in our country today than 
ever before. Heroic sacrifices have 
been made during the past years, 
and are still being made, that our 
children may receive religious 
training, that parental rights may 
be guarded and that freedom of 
education may be preserved. But 
our schools are worth every sacri- 
fice that has been made. 

Dioceses conducting high schools 
and colleges, as well as religious 
communities, have borne a crush- 


terialistic philosophy in which there 
was no place for God or religion. — 

One hope for relief in the uni- 
versal misery of the present lies 
in the reversal of the policy which 
produced the factory and the fac- 
tory system. This reversal without 
depriving men of the benefits of 
industrial progress, would reinstate 
them as independent home owners 
in rural communities. Such a 
change in the living conditions of 
millions of people would be a revo- 
lution but some radical adjustment 
in restoring the balance between 
rural and urban population is im- 
perative if our country is. to sur- 
vive and if our civilization is not 


ing financial burden. All who have | 
the welfare of the Church at heart, | 
and who are anxious to promote 
Catholic leadership, should encour-| 
age and support Catholic institu-| 
tions of higher learning for both 
men and women. They should 
familiarize themselves with the ac- 
tual conditions of these institutions 
in their locality.

mentality under every test will be 
genuinely Christian; to conduct re- 
search work in its various schools 
and departments, always under the | 
inspiration of Catholic teaching. | 
Such a mission entrusted to the) 
hierarchy clergy and people of our 
country by the Holy See, is a glor- 
ious one and should be enthusiasti- 
eally promoted by all. 


There is much more that our col- 
leges and universities could do if, 
they had greater resources. Because | 
unbelief and scepticism are daily | 
becoming more widespread it be-| 
comes all the more necessary to 
strengthen our courses in religion, | 
and to have in every high school, | 
college and university well-trained | 
priests who will make religion the | 
most attractive of all the subjects 
taught. We need everywhere spec- 
ially prepared apologists, not only 
among the clergy but among our 
laymen, who will become more and 
more articulate, and who because 
of their scholarship will be certain 
to secure a hearing. These scholar- 
ly spokesmen for the Church will) 
carry on their apostolate governed | 
entirely by supernatural motives, | 
ever keeping in mind the eternal 
destiny of souls. 


The Catholic Press. 


The Catholic press during the 
years of depression has given proof 
of its many virtues. Its editors 
have borne patiently and cheerfully 
financial anxiety and embarrass- 
ment. Out of love for the Church 
and in the hope of showing in this 
dark hour the sanity of the Cath- 
olic position and the value of Cath- 
olie principles, they have willingly 
made heroic sacrifices. 

With the beginning of better ec- 
onomie conditions it is to be hoped | 
that a Catholic paper will find its | 
way to every Catholic home and be | 
read by every member of the fam- 
ily. Catholic reading is necessary 
for Catholic life. The average Cath- 
olic is brought in daily contact with 
much that is calculated to pervert 
Catholic life and to weaken, or even 
to destroy, Catholic principles. The 
Catholic press and Cathole publica- 
tions will help to counteract the 
dangerous influences to which our 
neople are exposed, owing to the 
atmosphere of worldliness, irreli- 
gion, and indifferentism by which 
they are surrounded. 


Back To The Land. 


The unemployment and destitu- 
tion of today are the consequence 
of a revolution in agriculture and 
industry, which commenced a cen- 
tury and a half ago, when machine- 
power took the place of man-power. 
The machine produced the factory 
and the factory the great industrial 
cities. These cities are now over- 
crowded, and, because of the in- 
creasing perfection in technological 
methods, they are becoming less 
and less capable of supporting their 
teeming populations. In addition, 
the city crushed men’s souls as well 
as their bodies. It deprived them 
of the material comforts and the 
necessaries of life, and it made 
them an easy prey for radicals, who 
set before them the vision of a new 
order and a new world, replete with 
material happiness and advantages. 
This new order could be attained 
only through the adovtion of a ma- 
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to disappear. 

A necessary preliminary or con- 
dition to such a comprehensive 
change in the living conditions of 
millions of people would be a re- 
vision of the ideas and standards 
which make country life appear less 
desirable than city life. This must 
be accomplished through religion. 
The Catholic Church has demon- 
strated, times without number, that 
it ean place rural civilization on an 
attractive and permanent basis. In 
rural Catholic communities the 
people found the source and centre 
of their activities in their parish 
church, and, under the guidance of 
their pastors, and through the ten- 
der ministrations of the religious 
orders of men and women, they 
were immune to the soul-destroying 
teachings of radicals, atheists, soc- 
ialists and communists. The Recon-

Saint-Simonism, a form of athe- 
istic communism, attacked Chris- 
tianity vigorously, as represented 
by the Catholic Church on the 
ground that the old Faith was 
bankrupt, that it offered no pro- 
gram for suffering humanity, aside 
from empty doctrine.

Com- 
munists asked, unheedful of the 
fact that She has done something 
for the masses, all down the ages. 
Through the centuries of Feudalism 
the Church stood between peasant 
and feudal lord, when the latter 
was powerful, and the Church won. 
Generation after generation, cen- 
tury after century, the Church of- 
fered a social program for better- 
ment of the depressed, but the na- 
tions refused to listen. Who has 
formulated a plan of social justice 
equal to that offered by our Holy 
Father Pius XI, in which he urges 
that labor be given a larger share 
in the products of manufacture, not 
for charity but justice sake?

though Frederic Ozanam was the 


acknowledged leader. Their de- 


bates were good, but all felt that 


something more than a debating 
society was needed. Hence, after 
much thought works of charity 
were decided on, to aid the down- 
trodden and distressed. 


With charity as their work, the 
eight young men who comprised 
the Society decided to adopt as 
their model that great charity 
worker, St. Vincent de Paul, and 
from that small beginning at Paris 
in May 1833, dates the birth of the 
great Society of Vincentians, Sons 
of St. Vincent de Paul. 


The tiny Society, like the grain 
of: mustard seed, spread quickly. 
During its first year and a half of 
existence in Paris it collected and 
distributed 2,400 francs, besides 
clothing, books, and other articles. 
The original founders had meant to 
limit the number of members, but 
this was found impossible. Soon 
the membership increased so fast 
that a second Conference had to be 
formed. In 1836 the Society spread 
beyond France, entered Italy and 
a Conference was formed in Rome. 

In 1844 a Conference was formed 
in Ireland and England respective- 
iy, and in the following year, the 
first American Conference was 
opened in St. Louis. Other Ameri- 
can Conferences followed in quick 
succession. New York opened its 
first Conference in 1847, Chicago 
in 1857, and both Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati in the following year. 

In the South, New Orleans led 
the way in 1852, but not until nine 
years later did Boston get going 
with a Conference. From then on, 
Conferences were established in 
most of the dioceses.

And thus the Vincentians go 
marching on to their own sanctific- 
ation as well as that of their neigh- 
bors. Self seekers are not found in 
their ranks, as the work calls for 
sacrifice. There’s no material re- 
ward expected, aside from the 
knowledge one has of doing good. 
A member must contribute what- 
ever he can afford to the weekly 
conference meeting, in sueh a way 
that his fellows will not know the 
amount.

“ehurch schools on public school 
time.” It was reported at the Chi- 
cago meeting that there are now 
813,000 children receiving such re- 
ligious instructions in or near pub- 
lic schools, either during school 
hours or immediately following. A 
commission, operating under the 
International Council of Religious 
Education, reports that a survey 
conducted by its members discloses 
the fact that ninety per cent of the 
American people are religious 
minded, and that leaders in busi- 
ness and industry are intensely in- 
terested in the religious educa- 
tional movement. :
